Hockey stick with a blade that curves from tip to heel. Maximum depth of the curve must not exceed 1% 
inches. 


Four curved areas of the hockey rink where a great deal of action takes place. 


Small areas in the offensive zone just over the blue line and close to the side boards on both sides of the 
rink. The attacking team’s defensemen usually move into these “point positions’ during the offensive threat. 


Area directly in front of the goalie. It is four feet wide and eight feet long and marked off by red lines. 
Purpose of the crease is to offer some protection to the goalie from the heavy checking action that takes 
place in front of the goal.

Simple Rules of WHA Hockey 


Major league ice hockey is 
played on a rink 200 feet long, 85 
feet wide. As in football and 
basketball, two teams shoot for 
the opposing goal or net. 

Six men are on the ice at one 
time for each club. The goaltend- 
er usually, but not always, 
remains in the game throughout. 
The other five players are 
changed at regular intervals. 

If you’re watching hockey for 
the first time, remember that the 
offense is keyed by what is 
referred to as a “line.’’ A “‘line’’ is 
composed of the center, the right 
wing, and the left wing. Backing

goals are scored. 

Other times, he settles directly 
in front of the goaltender to 
screen his vision of the puck and

The officials are easily 
recognized by the traditional 
striped jerseys.

PLAYER POSITIONS 
AND DUTIES 

Each of the six men has major 
specific duties: 

The goaltender is the key man 
in blocking scoring efforts. If he is 
penalized, his time is served by a 
teammate since his role is vital. 
He plays the puck, not the at- 
tacker, and tries to block it, 
smother it, deflect it or catch it. 
Although well-protected, he is on 
the receiving end of many bruises 
and injuries. 

The right and left defensemen 
are cat-quick artists on ice. They 
operate as a well-coordinated 
team, skating forward or back- 
ward equally well, blocking shots 
and often checking attackers with 
a shoulder or hip. 

The right and left wingers are 
usually the scorers in professional 
hockey. They, too, operate as a 
team, skating with their sticks to 
the ice always ready to receive a 
pass or a rebound. When his op- 
posite winger, or the centerman, is 
fighting for possession of the puck, 
the winger sets up in the “‘slot’? —

Offside: There are two offside in- 
fractions. The best way to 
watch for an offside is to 
remember that the puck must 
always preceed a player into 
the attacking zone. For exam- 
ple, if the Aeros are hurling a 
barrage of shots at the opposing 
goalie, most likely their at- 
tacking line and defense are all 
between the goalie and the blue 
line. If the right wing attempts 
a pass to the point (defenseman 
guarding the extreme right or 
left side of the line) and it 
alludes the man and goes into 
the neutral zone, then all th 
Aeros must vacate that at- 
tacking zone. If the puck 
returns into the zone without 
this happening, then the lines- 
man closest to the play blows 
his whistle for offside. A faceoff 
then occurs at a point outside 
the blue line, close to where the 
infraction was called. 

The other offside is commonly 
referred to as the ‘two-line 
pass.’’ The calling of this 
violation prevents one team 
from completely getting the 
jump on the other. A team is in 
their own, or defensive zone. 
The defenseman takes the puck 
and attempts to ‘‘Clear’’ — or 
pass — the puck to one of his 
wings streaking down the ice. If

Major: A player sits in the 
penalty box five minutes. This 
is called when a player is in- 
volved in a fight, or when he 
deliberately intends to injure 
an opponent. This is also called 
when, deliberately or not, the 
opposing player is cut. Unlike 
the minor penalty, a major 
requires the player to sit in the 
sin bin throughout the entire 
five minutes — whether a goal 
is scored or not. 
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ICING THE|PUCK \ 


Misconduct: A player is asked to 
leave the ice for ten minutes. 
His team does not play short- 
handed, but loses his services 
no matter what happens. What 
act specifically constitutes 
misconduct is determined by 
the referee. Most often, miscon- 
duct is called when a player ut- 
ters abusive language or carries 
on an overly-long argument 
with the official. A double 
misconduct results’ in 
automatic ejection from the 
game. 

Match Penalty: Player is ejected 
from game. His team must also 
play shorthanded during allot- 
ted minutes. Another player is 
selected by the coach to serve 
the penalty. Prime cause for 
this call is deliberate attempt to 
injure. Most match penalties 
are reviewed by the WHA 
League president and include 
an automatic $200 fine. 

Penalty Shot: Very rare. If, in 
the mind of the referee, a player 
who has a clean break on the 
opposing goaltender is tripped 
from behind, a penalty shot is 
awarded. The player is given 
free reign to take the puck from 
center ice and move in on the 
goaltender. He is allowed only 
one shot and cannot rebound. 
No additional tripping penalty 
is called.

Hockey Association. The Aeros’ methodical machine never rushes things during a 
power play but instead sets up well. 

The Aeros had a 26.5% proficiency rating the first season with 50 goals in 188 
opportunities. Last year they bettered that mark with 64 goals in 223 opportunities 
for a 28.7% proficiency rating.
